More Heavy Failures in New York
and Blsewhere—List of the Bus-
pended Houses — The
Bounty Bond For-
gory Oase.

A number of fallorer wero roportal yesterday
In Wallstreet, Now York, in addition to those
alroady announced, The beavy full in gold,
with recont fuetosting  specnintlons, s the
eanse of these gathering disasters.  The first
and principal on the lst of [ailures was the
firm of

L. EDGERTON & CO.

This firm lias been identificd with the carpet
srade for many years, and has alwayas stood high
in the opinjon of merchants, Mr, Lycurgos
Bdgerton, the senior member of the firm, In
185 became a junior partper in the large dry
goods house of Jobn Bteward & Co. The other
wriners were John P. Yelverton, afterwards
‘resident of the Bank of North Amwerien, and
Mr. Addison G. Jerome. both of whom are well
known in financial elreles,  Messrs, Yelvorton
and Jerome retired from the firm in 1856, and
the businens was carried on by Mr. SBteward
and Mr, Edgerton, Mr. Steward retired in
another year o very wealthy wan, and the firm
then became L. Bdgerton, Rogers & Hateh,
their place of businese being Noe 71 and %
Worth streel.

The trade of the house Was Very prosperous
until the opening of she lole war, when it lost
#760,000 thirough the unwillinguess or inability
of Bonthern firms to meet their obligations,
The firm, bowever, weathered this, paid
dollar for dollar, aud Mr. Edgerton started
in the earpet trade, making o specialty of im-
ported goods. His partner s Mr. A. P. Edger-
ton, Jr., son of the Hon. Albert P. Edgerton, of
lnd’iuuu, to whom the firm have executed an
assigument for the benefit of the creditors. The
assignee is stated to have suffered by the fail-
ure from hi¥ indorsing the paper of the house.
It is understood the fallure has been caused by
the fluctustions in gold and dulpess In trade. A
remarkable fact about the affairis that the house
in whieh the firm carried on Its bhusinesy seems
to be fated, four or ve previous tenunts failing
n a gimilar manner.

HOWARD, COLE & CO.

Howard, Cole & Co., n very large dry goods
house of Baltimore, has also been anuounced
among the failures, Beveral oxtensivo estab-
lishments in thesame line in New York that have
done business with them are sald 1o sufler se-
verely by their ill-fute. Their liabllities arc
stated at $750,000.

INAAC TROGER,

Isanc Proger, a larie dry goods house at No.
189 Church street, also has susrr'mh-rl-—pr:rhsps
falled. Varlous ressons, including the staron-
tion of trade, the declive in gold, and heavy
purchages of stock, are alleged as causes of the
disaster.

GRORGE WIGHT,

George \.\‘lgm,ll;mpr]ctor of the Park Hotel,
on the corner of Beckman and Nassau streefs, Is
also named as one of the nnfertunates. The rea-
sons for his mishap are not published. IHis lia-
bilitles are said to be very large.

RICHARD PATRICK & 00.

The firm of Richard Patrick & Co., n San
Franciaco house whose fallure {2 also announced
pas boen in existence four yenrs. It s u!h:ge-l
thiat the trouble and suspension have been the
result of digsension between the partners more
than any other caunse. Latest advices make it
appear probable that harmony will be restored
and every embarrassment removed within an
other year. This house were lurge importers of
hardware from Europe through their city agents
here, who also purchase domestie hardware for
shipment to them, The firm declare their gold
miiiml and nssets on the Slst of January lnst
were #200,000, with $1:20,000 profits wdded, Mr.
Richard Patrick, theiragent hers, has been in
the domustic hardware jobbing business for
nearly twenty years.

The cause of the above fallures was, in the
majority of lnstances, the fuctuation of gold
rates, stringency of the money market, and de-
pression of trade. Rumors which prevalled for
some days past regarding the supposed failure
of a domesiic commisslon house prove to be
utterly without foundation, the flrm in question
being perfectly solyent. and having a capital of
#2,000,000 over thelr debts.

"The boat, a fimsey, shallow, fai-
bottomed, square-bowed affalr, was Iaden to the
WaLer's et"r. The wayes began to make Lhelr war
into the boat soon after it lafc the draw. Alarmed at
the amounnt of water shipped by one anustually heavy
wave, the men rose Lo their feet in a panie, and from
that moment thelr fate was dealed, The frall goow
flled almont Instantly and the men leaped into the
waves, uitaring lond shrieks and cries which still
lm'fr.r in tho oars of those who heard them.

The party which embarked (n the -fated hoat was
& gang of iron=workers, who camie here in September
last from Pittsbirg, Tenn., to pat up the iron-work
of the bridge, The “ralfing” of the draw had jost
een cormpleted, the men haviog remained, at the
request of theforeman, a few minutes after the
sounding of the noon-whistles In order to set up the
last post. This having been lolshed the men gave
three cheers for thelr completed work und rmahlied in
high glee to thelr boats, little thinking to wmect the
terrible disaster that wus 80 near,

The draw, whenee the Hl-fated boat started on ita
way, is only about in0 fect from the shore, but the
tide I8 always swilt in this spot, and the navigation
of the river here in a small boat 18 never free from
dapger, Nevertheless, there has been no other boat
for the use of the lmboring parties on the brldge ex-
cept this fet-hottomed, two-oared scow and others
ke it, and the men in thelr hasgte to get on Ehore st
dinner time or after work, have often overciowded
them to the great risk of just such & calamily ns has
at 188t befallen. The only wonder |8, experienced
river men say, that ity men have not been 108k here
since the bridge has been udor way.

The dragging for the bodies was commenced im-
mediately after the secldent, and, notwithstandin
the storm., before ¢ o'clock the bodies of the drown
persons were recovered and Iaid in a ghastly row
nuder o shed npon the dock.

worl of the same have devolved apon his wile alone.

dally bread, amd endeavorsd Lo prepare &
plensant meal and oave a cheerful fre o
welcome her husband home, even
from his dmnken debducheries, The clreamstances
of the cuse have been commonly Known in the neigh-
borhood for several months, and have been conside-
rably discussed, ammong the ladies particulariy. They
nave pondered over anid commented on the sudor-
ings of this nufortunate wife, and half imagiued they
read the gtory of thelr own fatare fate in the calami-
tous present of poor Mrs. 8.

Fisk, was arraigned on the charge of attempting
Lo take the iife of his wife by giving her poison, ‘The
particulars in this case, us learned from Mr. Noah M.
Allen, the party on whose application Flsk was ar-
rested, mrl who I8 & next door neighbor to the latter,
are in substance us follows:—0n Thursday last Fisk
came limping into & drug store in Maumee, kept by
Mr. Burret, and usked the proprietor to give him two
ounces of stryohnine, saying that he wished to use it
iu polsoning & saviage and dangerous dog which had
Litten his leg, producing thereby mulrruseul lame-
ness, Fisk further stated that he also wished to
yolssn the Tats at his honse which were destroying
Ltu apples and potatoes. The desired drug was soon
rurmu,:nd, and Fisk taking it, returned to his home,
Heaching his home, Fisk remarked, in a reckless
mannser, that he had bought seme strychnine with
which he proposed to end his troubles by polsoning
hlmeelf, As Flsk was accustomedld to talk in o frivo.
lous manner about committing seif-destraction, none
of the family gave credence 1o his remark till Wed.
nesduy morning, when tiey discovered that he had
got some kind of & drug secreted inavial in his
overcoat pocketl. On the morning mentioned, after
milking the cows, Flak strained the milk in s back
pantry, unseen by sny of thas family. His wife being
an invalld, It 18 ber custom to have a tumbler of milg
saved each moming for ber to drink during the day,
This glass of mik Fisk saved, and on returning to
the kitchen pluced 1t in 4 cupboard 1o its usunl place,
convenlent for his gick wife.
